OR£ DUST CASE. 


The famous ore dust case of Jones 


& Lnugllllas, Iron manufacturers oC 
Pittsburg, presents some nice features 
of Jaw and equity, ana indicates that 
it l'i difficult to draw the line between. 
damages to the property of others 
and vexatious Interference with the 
rights of mamifacturers. 


That the operation of the company's 


furnaces Is an annoyance and a posl- 
tiTt> Injury to the people residing in 
the neighborhood is plain, but the 
suspension or* removal of the com- 
pany's plants are to the latter like- 
wise a positive injury of,greater in- 
dividual proportions. The opinion of 
the Supreme Court states tho case 
thus: 


The city of Plttsburg Is a busy man- 
ufacturing: center, and by d.iy and by 
night clouds of smoke ascend from the 
staolcs of Its numberless mills, factor- 
ies and furnaces, ofttlmes hanging ov- 
er It like a pall. In a manufacturing 
district of this city tho appellee has 
established Its furnaces and Is engaged 
la an Important and lawful business. 
Tho appellants in a. residential portion 
of the same city close by tho manu- 
facturing district, own houses, In which 
their tenants llvo. 
So situated they 
]7iu*t expect a measure of annoyance 
and discomfoit, arising from the dust 
and smoke, which cannot be avoided In 
their manufacturing metropolis, and 
are borne to the homes of the city and 
fill the air that Is breathed. To thlb 
general annoyance and discomfort ap- 
pellees submitted for years without 
complaint and ttiey were fenunu to <lo 
»•, for they cboae to erect their liouneft 
not oAly In alKbt of great maimlnc'tur- 
Ing; plant*, but ivlthln certain reach of 
tbe Mnlolce nnd clnat, ivtthont irlilcli the 
flre-4 of the furuaeen and tlio factories 


< eon III not burn. 


On the other hand, people have to 


live 
somewhere within 
reasonable- 


distance of their business, and be 
cause- va manufactory locates upon a 
certain tract ot laud it is questionable 
whnther its location Invests it with 
the right to render untenable lor res- 
Idence purposes tho whole neighbor- 
hoc d. ' 


But if manufacturers are obliged to 


buy up such large-tracts of territory 
as -i condition precedent to establish- 
ing their business It must be readily 
seen that Industry will be sadly ham- 
perod and restilcted in its growth. 
3VFo.it communities are willing to stund 
the annoyance of smoke and dirt in 
excaange for the commaicial benefits 
arising from great Industries. 
The 


people "of the Conncllsville region, foi 
example, win 
gladly 
welcome the 


smoke of all its iillc ovens. 


The rule -which the Supreme Court 


seems' to impose, that persons who 
build their residences in the vicinity 
of 
industrial 
establishments 
after

the most equitable solution oC a dif- 
ficult matter, 
but it is not Ideally 


3u3l. If this rule is to be the law, 
the right of objection should not be 
extended for miles around the plant, 
but should be restricted within a i eas- 
onable limit Within that limit dam- 
age 4 should accrue to those who \vore 
thei a established when toe plant was 
located, but not to those who there- 
after build there. 


The Jones & Laughlms case proves 


that the rule which we have recently 
and frequently discussed, namely, the 
prirciple of common law which do- 
clai es that one must so use his OWD 
as aot to injuie his neighbor's prop- 
erty , Is suceptible in practice to num- 
erous and impoitant modifications.
